country is of limestone formation. Origin. 
ally, I suppose, there was a very vthick 
primeval forest in Kentucky; but most of 
it has disappeared in this part, and there 
is just enough of timber to answer the 
purposes of fuel (or man and shade for the 
cattle—that happy medium which adds so 
much to the beauty of the landscape. The 
principal growths are oak, walnut and 
hickory ; and—unlike the case of Virginia 
and tbe South—there is no undergrowth 
whatever. The forests, in a word, are 
grand and beautiful; and there is about 
every farm an air of cultivation and finish 
which, added to the gently undulating 
character of the country, reminds English; 
men of their own country much more than 
an; other part of America. Nor is this 
resemblance lessened by the frequent herds 
of CiUle, all of Sao breed and appearance, 
not a few being of tbe unmistakable short- 
horn Durham race, which is the favorite 
stock in this region. I have seen none of 
the Devon cattle, though there are some 
of them hereabouts, and a good many in 
the East. The Keotuokiens effirm that, 
by careful breeding and attentic n to stock, 
they have now the best in the world; and 
the Blnegrass region is certainly sought 
by purchasers of tho best ntock, coming 
from all parts of tbo TJuitod State?, and 
even from EugliwiJ. 


The rogion is not lees distinguished, 


however,'in another respect—I mean tbe 
breed of racing horses. Probably no part 
of'the country is half so favorable for the 
raising of thoroughbreds, and in none is 
passion for the turf so' general, I might 
say universal. That every Kontnckian is 
a horseman from hie youth np ia as true 
as it is of the young men in Virginia. 
The "Old Dominion,'' by the rough hand 
of war, has been deprived of at least three- 
fifths of its blooded stock, but her daugh- 
ter state, Kentucky, was far less the thea- 
ter of war. and is probably now richer in 
horseflseh'than she was when the war be- 
gan. Even Planet, which waa esteemed 
the finest horse in Virginia, and which 
wes saved miraculously somehow or other 
from the depredating General Ouster, has 
been bought by a rich Kentnckian, and is 
now munching his oats within a dozen 
miles of my present abode, lending bis 
energies to multiplying the already very 
large number of Kentucky thoroughbreds. 
In the same stable—Mr. Alexander's— 
stands also tbe famous Lexington, who 
made his lour miles over the New Or- 
leans course years ago in 7 minutes 19 3-4 
second?, and who, released from such 
trials, has since become the sire to any 
number of fleet racers all over the country. 
This 7 minutes 19 3 4 seconds is the heat 
time ever made in America. 
Efforts to

it have been frequent, 


but so far they are all failures. To beat 
Lexington's time i» now the grand object 
of Mr. John Harper, the owner of tho cel- 
ebrated Longfellow; but the impression 
of those to whom I talk on the subject ia,

HOW THEY ARK MANAGED—THBIB «X- 


PBNBE AND PROFITS—KATIONAUTT OF

The first hotel of any size established 


in New York was tbe Astor House, which 
at the time, and for many yean afterward, 
was considered without an equal in tbie 
country or Europe. It was opened in 
1836, and in the following year it cam* 
into tho hands of the elder Stetson, wto 
waa associated with Bobert B. Coleman. 
the present owner of tbe Coleman House. 
and one of the most experienced hotel 
proprietors in the United States. These. 
two gentlemen may be called the pfaNuen 
of the business in New York. Tbe How- 
ard House, corner of Conrtlandt street and 
Broadway, was next opened, and wee fol- 
lowed in time by the New York and Union 
Place hotels, tbe first of which WM very 
noted under Mr. Cranston's management, 
and waa always a favorite resort for 
Southerners.

It is sUteci by the London Free Prett,

States government has been called to the 
benefit whicih.would accrue to our rtfiu^ 
era from the free importation of Canada 
oil into this market.

If snch were the 
oaso oil that our refiners would have to do 
would be to UBO their benzine with any of 
the oheap and heavy hydro-carbons of 
coitmeroe, to bring it up to the legal fire 
teat standard. We havo heard of trick- 
sters and charlatan*, .protending to bring 
unsafe oil, or-oil containing (•pirit which 
booomea volatile, say at eighty or ninety 
degree?,, up to .the IfgiJ rirj teat of 110 
degrees, by the admixture of pulverized 
resin, Canada balBim.or other ingrodiente;

A' large range of cellars for storing bar- 


rels of benzoline or "benzine, is now in 
course of erection in this city, for Francis 
F. Foo, E'q , awarding to designs pre- 
pared by Messrs. Ponton & dough, archi- 
tects. Tea of these cellars are now com- 
pleted, and. they are constructed in ao 
novel a manner that a brief description 
may prove interesting, as illustrating tha 
amount of care and thought bestowed in 
England, -npon the storage of ^this'highly 
inflammable arid-, dangerous 'article. Tha 
requirements for these cellars were 88 fol- 
Icwf: First—Convenient position. Sec- 
ond—Dry cellars. - Third—Gold cellars. 
Fourth—Air tpght oisllars"and yet posses- 
sing rue-ins of ventilation. 
Fifth—Gel- 


loia lighted only by sun light, and yet 
without sun heat, and »ixth,to accomplish 
the&o ends in the most economical manner. 
Too following means woro adopted to ful- 
fill the requirements. The site is on tha 
bank of the river Avon so as to obtain the 
convenibnce of water oariuge, A layar 
of cement eighteen' inches 'thioft' was first 
spread- over the -ground/ to gwe a good 
.foundation,, and to. keep down the damp 
rising frosu the- eocth. Further to exclude 
moibtnro all the walla have a layer of 
as'phalt'e, technically called a dump proof 
COOTS?, hid npon the footingl-of tho walls, 
and-t'ue roofs iare also covered with as- 
phaltc. To keep the eellara^caoL. all the 
external walls including doors and roofs 
are double, and the air between these fur-
